THE GA DEC. 13 APPROVED FOUR RECOMMENDATIONS BY COMMITTEE 6 AND 
10 BY COMMITTEE 3, INCLUDING DECISION TO CONVENE IN 1978 A 
WORLD CONFERENCE TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND 
AGREEING THAT HALF THE ADDITIONAL COST INVOLVED IN HOLDING THE 
CONFERENCE IN ACCRA SHOULD BE DEFRAYED FROM THE REGULAR UN 
BUDGET. DEBATE ON DECOLONIZATION CONTINUED WITH STATEMENTS BY 
REPRESENTATIVES OF LAO PEOPLE’S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC, 

MAURITANIA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA. ETHIOPIA AND FRANCE REPLIED TO 
THE EARLIER SOMALI STATEMENT ON DJIBOUTI. 

- COMMITTEE 6 RECOMMENDATIONS - 

RESOLTUION REQUESTING THE INTERNATIONAL LAW COMMISSION, AT 
APPROPRIATE TIME, TO STUDY THE PROPOSALS ON THE ELABORATION OF AN

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THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTIONS WERE ADOPTED WITHOUT OBJECTION: 
DEFERRING UNTIL NEXT SESSION " RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE UN 
CONFERENCE ON THE REPRESENTATION OF STATES IN THEIR RELATIONS 
WITH INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS’’ AND "CONSOLIDATION AND PROG- 
RESSIVE EVOLUTION OF THE NORMS AND PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC LAW"; AND RECOMMENDING THAT MEMBER STATES, IN 
THEIR CONSIDERATION OF STATEMENTS AND PROPOSALS ON THE 
’’CONCLUSION OF A WORLD TREATY ON THE NON-USE OF FORCE IN 
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THEIR INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS," TO BE REPORTED TO THE SYG, 

GIVE DUE WEIGHT TO THE IMPORTANT LEGAL ISSUES INVOLVED. 

- COMMITTEE 3 RECOMMENDATIONS - 

RESOLUTION ON A WORLD CONFERENCE TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION TO BE HELD IN ACCRA IN 1978 WITH HALF THE 
ADDITIONAL COST INVOLVED IN HOLDING IT IN GHANA TO BE DEFRAYED 
FROM THE REGULAR UN BUDGET WAS ADOPTED 1 10-2(CANADA, ISRAEL)- 16 
(EC-9, AUSTRALIA, COSTA RICA, FIJI, ICELAND, NORWAY, PAPUA 
NEW GUINEA, SWEDEN), WITH US NOT PARTICIPATING. RESOLUTION ON 
DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 
WAS APPROVED 113(DENMARK, IRELAND )-l(ISRAEL)-14( OTHER EC-9, 
AUSTRALIA, CANADA, CHILE, COSTA RICA, HONDURAS, MALAWI, 
URUGUAY), WITH US NOT PARTICIPATING. RESOLUTION APPEALING TO 
STATES TO BECOME PARTY TO THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON THE 
ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION WAS ADOPTED 
BY CONSENSUS. 

RESOLUTION DEALING WITH THE STATUS OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONVENTION ON THE SUPPRESSION AND PUNISHMENT OF THE CRIME OF 
APARTHEID AND INVITING THE HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION TO PREPARE A 
LIST OF INDIVIDUALS, ORGANIZATION, INSTITUTIONS AND REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF STATES WHICH "ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR THE CRIME" OF 
APARTHEID, WAS ADOPTED 99-0-30(US, EC-9, 10OTHER WEO'S, 

COSTA RICA, FIJI, HONDURAS, IRAN, ISRAEL, JAPAN, MALAWI, 

PAPUA NEW GUINEA, SWAZILAND, URUGUAY). ANOTHER RESOLUTION 
CALLING ON ALL STATES PARTY TO THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON 
ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION TO PROVIDE ALL 
NECESSARY INFORMATION IN THEIR REPORTS TO THE COMMITTEE ON 
ELIMINATION OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, INCLUDING "INFORMATION 
ON THE STATUS OF THEIR RELATIONS WITH THE RACIST REGIMES OF 
SOUTHERN AFRICA," WAS APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE. 
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USDEL WISHED THE RECORDS TO REFLECT THAT IT DID NOT 
PARTICIPATE IN THE VOTE ON THE RESOLUTIONS ON THE IMPLEMENTA- 
TION OF THE GOALS OF THE DECADE AND THE CONVENING OF THE WORLD 
CONFERENCE FOR REASONS EXPRESSED PREVIOUSLY. ISRAEL, 

REFERRING TO THE SAME TWO RESOLUTIONS, SAID THIS WAS THE 
RIGHT TIME TO SAY THAT DIRECT OR INDIRECT REFERENCES TO OTHER 
"ERRONEOUS OR DEFECTIVE RESOLUTIONS" DISTORTED THE GOALS 
OF THE DECADE. 

THREE RESOLUTIONS IN CONNECTION WITH THE 1974 REPORT ON THE 
WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION WERE ADOPTED. THE FIRST, DEEPLY 
DEPLORING LACK OF RESPONSE FROM SOME DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO 
MEASURES DESIGNED TO IMPLEMENT THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER WAS APPROVED 120-0-12(US, EC-9, ISRAEL, JAPAN). 
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PRIOR TO THE VOTE, ALGERIA ASKED THAT THE REFERENCE TO GA RES 
3362(S-VII) CONTAINED IN A FOOTNOTE TO PARA 5 BE ELIMINATED, 

AND THE GA AGREED TO DROP THAT FOOTNOTE. RESOLUTIONS 
1) LAYING DOWN CERTAIN GUIDELINES FOR THE PREPARATION OF 
FUTURE REPORTS ON THE WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION AND ASKING THE 
SYG TO USE THE GOALS AND OBJECTIVES OF THE NIEO AS ONE OF THE 
GUIDELINES, AND 2) DEALING WITH THE DECLARATION ON THE 
RIGHTS OF THE DISABLED WERE APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE. 

ALSO ADOPTED WITHOUT VOTE WAS RESOLUTION CALLING FOR PROGRESS IN 
FORMULATING VARIOUS RULES TO GUARD AGAINST THE PRACTICE OF 
TORTURE, AND OTHER CRUEL, INHUMAN OR DEGRADING TREATMENT 
OR PUNISHMENT IN REALATION TO DETENTION OR IMPRISONMENT. 
RESOLUTION WELCOMING THE ENTRY INTO FORCE OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
COVENANT ON ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND CULTURAL RIGHTS, INTER- 
NATIONAL COVENANT ON CIVIL AND POLITICAL RIGHTS, AND THE 
OPTIONAL PROTOCOL THERETO, AND INVITING ALL STATES TO BECOME 
PARTIES TO THE INSTRUMENT WAS ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY. 
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-DECOLONIZATION 

IN THE DEBATE ON DECOLONIZATION IN THE GA DEC. 13, SOUTH- 
ICHAK (LAO REPUBLIC) DECLARED THAT THE "UNGODLY ALLIANCE- 

BET WEEN SOUTH AFRICA AND CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS WAS A 
SERIOUS THREAT TO PEACE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AND REPRESENTED 

A "SERIOUS MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE” TOWARD THE NAMIBIAN 
PEOPLE. IT WAS HIGH TIME THOSE POWERS JOINED THE REST OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY IN ADOPTING THE NECESSARY MEASURES 
REQUIRED TO END THE DANGEROUS SITUATION IN NAMIBIA. IT 
WAS ALSO IMPORTANT THAT THE UN STEP UP RELENTLESS PRESSURE 
AGAINST THE IAN SMITH REGIME, IN SPITE OF THE PRESENT 
NEGOTIATIONS, WHICH HIS COUNTR WELCOMED. HIS COUNTRY 
DISAPPROVED OF ALL ATTEMPTS BY COLONIAL AND NEO-COLONIAL 
POWERS TO CONTROL SMALL TERRITORIES. 

EL HASSEN (MAURITANIA) SAID THAT IN NAMIOIA "THE SITUATION 
IS FROZEN", BUT A GENERAL UPRISING WAS TAKING PLACE IN 
RHODESIA, WHICH WAS ABANDONING ITS "OSTRICH-LIKE" POLICIES 
BY PARTICIPATING IN THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. HE SAID, INTER 
ALIA, ISRAEL WAS HELPING TO CREATE MATERIAL TO TORTURE THE 
OPPRESSED PEOPLES IN SOUTH AFRICA, AND DECLARED THAT 
COOPERATION BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SOUTH AFRICA HAD TO STOP. 

HRCKA (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) REFERRED TO THE DELEGATIONS IMPEDING 
DECISIVE MEASURES, AND REMARKED THAT THE INCREASED INTEREST 
ON THE PART OF THE WESTERN COUNTRIES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA HAD 
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BECOME EVIDENT ONLY AFTER IT WAS CLEAR THAT THE NATIONS OF 
AFRICA WERE ABLE "TO THREATEN THE EXISTENCE OF THE 
RACIST REGIMES, TO STOP THE PLUNDERING BY WESTERN MONOPOLIES 
OF MATERIAL AND HUMAN VALUES, AND TO ATTAIN INDEPENDENCE FOR 
THE WHOLE AFRICAN CONTINENT". HE ALSO MENTIONED THAT ATTEMPTS 
HAD BEEN MADE RECENTLY TO OBSTRUCT THE PROCESS OF THE 
DECOLONIZATION ON SMALL ISLAND TERRITORIES. THE VIEW THAT 
INDEPENDENCE WAS ONLY ONE OF THE POSSIBILITIES OF DECOLONIZATION 
WAS USUALLY PUT FORWARD ACCOMPANIED BY THE SUGGESTION THAT 
AS LONG AS THE COLONIAL OR ADMINISTERING POWER WAS A 
SO-CALLED DEMOCRATIC ONE, THE REFERENDUM IN A COLONIZED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TERRITORY WAS AUTOMATICALLY ALSO DEMOCRATIC. IN PRACTICE, 

THIS COULD MEAN THE ANNEXATION OF A SMALL TERRITORY TO THE 
TERRITORY OF THE ADMINISTERING POWER. THE CZECH WAS FIRMLY 
IN FAVOR OF THE COLONIAL PEOPLES FIGHTING NOR THEIR 
INDEPENDENCE, FREEDOM AND RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION.

IBRAHIM (ETHIOPIA) SAID ETHIOPIA WAS SATISFIED WITH THE 
ADOPTION OF GA RES 3159 (XXXI) ON DJIBOUTI, BUT NOTED THAT 
THE SOMALI DECGM 1 STATEMENT ASSERTED THAT THE RESOLUTION 
CONCERNED ITSELF SOLELY LITH DECONOLIZATION. HE WAS NOT 
SURPRISED THAT THE SOMALI REP SHOULD ATTEMPT TO CIRCUMSCRIBE 
THE SCOPE AND OBJECTIVE OF THE RESOLUTION, WHICH HAD BEEN 
THE OUTCOME ON THE PAINSTAKING EFFORT ON THE AFRICAN GROUP, 
PARTICULARLY MEMOERS OF THE OAU FACT-FINDING MISSION TO DJIBOUTI. 
THE SOMALI STATEMENT CLEARLY NEGATED THE DECLARATIONS MADE 
BY THE LEADERS OF THE ETHIOPIAN AND SOMALI DELS ON BEHALF OF 
THEIR GOVERNMENTS AT THE MAURITIUS OAU SESSION AND 
REAFFIRMED IN COMITE 4 "TO RECOGNIZE, RESPECT AND HONOR 
THE INDEOENDENCE AND SOVEREIGNTH OF THE SO-CALLED FRENCH 

SUMMIT. AND 

(DJIOOUTI) AND ITS TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AFTER ITS 
ACCESSION TO INDEPENCENCE". ALSO, IT ENDEAVORED TO LAY THE 
GROUND, ALOETT IN AN INGENIOUS MANNER, FOR THE ACHIEVEMENT OF 
SOMALIA'S DESIGNS ON THAT TERRITORY. IF ANY DELAY OCCURRED 
IN INDEPENDENCE OR ADVERSE CONSEQUENCES DEVELOPED, ON ONE 

SHOULD HAVE ANY DIFFICULTY IN IDENTIFYING THE PARTICULAR 
MOTIVE OF THE STATW CONCERNED. 

THE ETHIOPIAN REP THEN DREW THE GA'S ATTENTION TO THE RADIO 
MOGADISCIO ANNOUNCEMENT DEC. 5 OF THE IMPRISONMENT OF THREE 
LEADERS OF THE FRONT FOR THE LIBERATION OF THE SOMALI COAST 
(FLCS) BY SOMALI AUTHORITIES. THOSE IMPRISONED HAD BEEN 
IDENTIFIED, AMONG OTHERS, AS FLCS PRESIDENT HALIF, OMAR 
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OSMAN RABE AND TAHIR IBRAHIM I A. THE LAST WTO HAD ACTUALLY 
PARTICIPATED IN THE COMITE 4 DELIBERSTIONS ON DJIBOUTI AS 
NLCS OBSERVERS ONLY A FEW WEEKS AGO. THIS WAS THE THIRD WAVE 
OF IMPRISONMENT OF FLCS LEADERS WHO HAD REFUSED TO BE USED AS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOMALIA'S INSTRUMENT FOR SUBVERSION OF THE INDEPENDENCE PROCESS 
OF DJIBOUTI. THREE SUCCESSIVE PRESIDENTS AND THEIR ASSOCIATES 

HAD EITHER BEEN IMPRISONED OR FORCED TO FLEE SOMALIA WITHIN 
A YEAR BECAUSE THEY HAD BEEN SUSPECTED OF SHOWING SIGNS OF 
NATIONALISM. THE ETHIOPIAN REP WENT ON TO SAY THAT THE SOMALI 
STATEMENT AND THE INFORMATION HE JUST REPORTED SHOULD NOT BE 
BRUSHED ASIDE AS MERE COINCIENCES. THEY WERE COORDINATED 


MOVES AND FOLLOWED A WELL PREPARED STRATEGY FOR THE ANNEMATION 
OF DJIBOUTI. ETHIOPIA WISHED TO BE CLEARLH ON RECORD THAT 
RES 3159 (XXXI) ADDRESSED ITSELF TO ALL ASPECTS OF THE QUESTION, 

THE SOVEREIGN EXISTENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF DJIBOUTI 
AND ITS IMMEDIATE DECOLONIZATION. 

LECOMPT (FRANCE) EXPRESSED "GREAT SURPRISE" AT THE DEC. 1 

SOMALI STATEMENT. THE GA RESOLUTION DEALT "EXCLUSIVELY" WITH 

THE DECOLONIZATION OF THE TERRITORY, AND FRANCE COSPONSORED 

IT. FRANCE WISHED THAT UNEQUIVOCAL STATEMENTS WOULD BE OBTAINED 

FROM ETHIOPIA AND SOMALIA REGARDING THE FUTURE OF THAT AREA AND ITS 

TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. HE HOPED THE DEC. 1 STATEMENT OF THE 

SOMALI REP DID NOT GENUINELY REFLECT HIS VIEWS. OTHERWISE, 

THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY SHOULD STAND WARNED. (PORTION OF 
DECOLONIZATION TRANSMITTED INFO ADDIS ABABA, GABORONE, 

LONDON, LUSAKA, MAPUTO, MOGADISCIO, PRETORIA, TRIPOLI) 
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2. SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE-CONCLUDES WORK 

SPC CONCLUDED ITS WORK FOR THE SESSION DEC. 13 AFTER HEARING 
STATEMENTS OF TRIBUTE TO THE COMITE'S OFFICERS AND TO THE 
SECRETARIAT STAFF. THE COMITE WAS TO HEAR THE REMAINING 
SPEAKERS ON THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON PEACEKEEPING WHICH HAD 
BEEN ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS DEC. 9, BUT NO DELEGATES ASKED TO 
TAKE THE FLOOR AND THE ACTING CHAIRMAN SAID THE COMITE 
HAD CONCLUDED ITS SUBSTANTIVE WORK FOR THE SESSION. 

3. COMMITTEE 2- ADOPTION OF ECONOMIC RESES 
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COMITE 2 ADOPTED SIX DRAFTS RESES AND TOOK NOTE OF FIVE 
REPORTS ON DEC. 13. FIRST L.49, WHICH PASSED BY 74-l(US)- 
19, WAS DESIGNED TO ACCELERATE TRANSFER OF RESOURCES TO 
LDC'S AND WOULD RECOMMEND THAT DC'S SERIOUSLY CONSIDER 
DEVELOPMENT TAX. SECOND L.86 WHICH RECEIVED 105-l(US)-7 
REQUESTED THAT INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, PARTICULARLY DC'S, 
DISPLAY POLITICAL WILL TO PROMOTE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER. COMITE 
DECIDED BY CONSENSUS TO PASS L.88 TO 32ND GA RE PREPARATIONS 
FOR DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY. COMITE ALSO APPROVED WITHOUT 
VOTE, L.91 WHICH NOTED REPORTS ON: POSSIBLE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF INTERNATIONAL ENERGY INSTITUTE, INTERNATIONAL AND INDUSTRIAL 
COOPERATION, PARIS CONFERENCE ON ONTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
COOPERATION, ESTABLISHMENT OF INDUSTRIAL TECHNOLOGICAL 
INFORMATION BANK, AND NETWORK FOR TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION. 
LATER, BY 92-l(US)-28, L.46 DRAFT ON DEBT PROBLEMS, 

ALSO PASSED. L. 80 CONCERNING REORGANIZATION OF UNIDO INTO 
SPECIALIZED AGENCY, WAS ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS. 

IN VOTE EXPLANATION, MANY WEO'S VOICED OPPOSITION TO DEVELOPMENT 
TAX OF L.49. SEIFMAN (US) SAID US COULD NOT ACCEPT 
THAT CONCEPT BUT WAS DETERMINED TO INCREASE OFFICIAL 
DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. OTHERS EXPRESSED WILLINGNESS TO 
PARTICIPATE IN EFFORTS TO AID LDC'S BUT NOT THROUGH SUCH TAX. 

ON L.86, AMB. MYERSON (US) STATED US WAS NOT PREPARED TO 
ENTERTAIN CRITICISM FOR NON-SUPPORT OF COMMITMENTS IT HAD NOT 
ACCEPTED. FRANCE WAS SURPRISED SO MANY DC'S COULD ACCEPT 
"POLICIAL WILL" AS USED IN RES. L. 46 ON LACK OF 
IMPLEMENTATION OF NIEO RESOLUTIONS. RIEMER (US) WANTED 
DEBT DIFFICULTIES TREATED ON CASE-BY-CASE BASIS. RECORD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF BASIC RESERVATIONS TO NIEO HAVE BEEN MAINTAINED THROUGHOUT 
VOTING. SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES PERMITTED US TO SUPPORT UNIDO RES 
L.80. RIEMER (US) EXPRESSED GRATEFULNESS FOR COOPERATION

IN COMITE 2 DEC. 10, THE SOVIETS AND POLES WANTED THE 
CONFERENCE ON TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
TO BE FINANCED TO THE MAXIMUM EXTENT POSSIBLE OUT OF SAVINGS 
MADE ELSEWHERE IN THE UN REGULAR BUDGET. THE POLISH DELEGATE 
REJECTED THE POINT MADE BY THE ARGENTINE DEL THAT COMITE 2 
SHOULD NOT CONCERN ITSELF WITH THE FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS 
OF CONFERENCE RESOLUTIONS IT AUTHORS. AND REMINDED THE COMITE 
THAT THE UN REGULAR BUDGET DID NOT HAVE "UNLIMITED 
RESOURCES" AND IT WAS COMITE 2 S RESPONSIBILITY TO BE

4. COMMITTEE 4-RHODESIA 

THE REPRESENTATIVE OF BENIN INTRODUCED IN COMMITTEE DEC. 13 
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DRAFT RESOLUTIONS WHICH WOULD: 1) CONDEMN THE CONTINUED 
IMPORTATION OF CHROME AND NICKEL FROM ZIMBABWE 
INTO THE US, CALL ON THE USG TO REPEAL SPEEDILY ALL 
LEGISLATION PERMITTING SUCH IMPORTATION, REITERATE CONVICTION 
THE SCOPE OF SANCTIONS MUST BE WIDENED AND REQUEST THE 
SC TO CONSIDER NECESSARY MEASURES AS A MATTER OF URGENCY; 
AND 2) REAFFIRM, AMONG OTHER THINGS, PRINCIPLE 
THERE SHOULD BE NO INDEPENDENCE BEFORE MAJORITY RULE IN 
ZIMBABWE AND EXPRESS HOPE THAT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WILL 
SUCCEED IN ESTABLISHING CONDITIONS FOR INDEPENDENCE ON THE 
BASIS OF MAJORITY RULE. GOV SCRANTON TOLD THE COMMITTEE

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IT WAS IN THE INTERSTS OF ALL TO SUPPORT THE CURRENT 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS AND THE CREATION OF A JUST TRANSITIONAL 
GOVERNMENT WITH AN AFRICAN MAJORITY AND AN AFRICAN PRIME 
MINISTER. THE US COULD UNDERSTAND THE LEGITIMATE DIFFERENCES 
BETWEEN THE PARTIES AT THE CONFERENCE AND REAL PROBLEMS 
FACED. HOWEVER, IT DEPLORED THE EFFORTS 

OF THOSE COUNTRIES AND INDIVIDUALS WHO SAW SOME SHORT-RUM 
GAIN IN FUELING THE FLAMES OF VIOLENCE AND RACIAL STRIFE IN 
RHODESIA. IN ADDITION TO US EFFORTS IN THE DIPLOMATIC

KHARMALOV (USSR) DECLARED THAT THE TIME FOR PROMISES, APPEALS 
AND PLEDGES ERE A THING OF THE PAST. THE RACIST REGIME WAS 
EXPANDING ITS MILITARY POWER AT AN UNPRECEDENTED PACE AND 
ENACTING LEGISLATION WHICH WOULD ENSURE THE HARSH OPPRESSION 
OF THE PEOPLE. NO ONE COULD BE SUPRPRISED AT THE POSITION OF

BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. HE ALSO REFERRED TO SMITH’S STATMENT HE 
COULD RELY ON WESTERN SUPPORT, QUOTED FROM THE RECENT SOVIET- 
LIBYAN COMMUNIQUE, AND CALLED FOR IMMEDIATE TRANSFER TO 
MAJORITY RULE AT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. 

LATER, HOYLE (AUSTRALIA) DENIED THE SOVIET CHARGE AUSTRALIAN 
MERCENARIES WERE BEING RECRUITED FOR SERVICE IN ZIMBABWE. 

HE RECALLED THAT AUSTRALIA HAD WRITTEN A LETTER TO THE 
COMMITTEE OF 24 CONCERNING AN ADVERTISMENT IN AN AUSTRALIAN 
NEWSPAPER WHICH SOUGHT TO RECRUIT AUSTRALIAN MERCENARIES AND 
HAD SAID THERE WAS STRONG EVIDENCE THE ADVERTISEMENT WAS 
BOGUS. SINCE THEN AUSTRALIA HAD PREPARED LEGISLATION TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PREVENT THE RECURRENCE OF THAT KIND OF INCIDENT. 

ADAMS (NEW ZEALAND), ALSO REPLYING TO THE SOVIET ALLEGATION OF 
NEW ZEALAND MERCENARIES IN RHODESIA, SAID HIS GOVT HAD MADE 
ITS OPPOSITION TO THE RECRUITMENT OF MERCENARIES PLAIN, HAD 
CALLED ITS OPPOSITION TO THE ATTENTION OF THE COMMITTEE OF 24. 

AND THE RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE. AND HE WAS SURE THE 
SOVIET UNION WAS AWARE OF THAT FACT. 

BYELORUSSIA ACCUSED THE RACIST REGIME IN GEVEVA TOLKS OF 
ATTEMPTING TO POSTPONE A SETTLEMENT, REFERRED TO MERCENARIES, AND 
STATED 90 PERCENT OF RHODESIAN MINING INDUSTRY BELONGED 
BASICALLY TO AMERICAN, ENGLISH AND SOUTH AFRICAN COMPANIES IN 
EQUAL DEGREES. HUNGARY SAID THE TALKS IN 1974 AND 1975 MADE 
CLEAR THE WHITE MINORITY WOULD NOT ALTER ITS POLICY; IT WAS 
NATURAL THAT ARMED STRUGGLE WAS THE ONLY ALTERNATIVE OPEN TO THE 
LIBERATION FORCES. GDR DECLARED THE SMITH REGIME USED 
MERCENARIES FROM THE UK, US, FRG AND SOUTH AFRICA; US 
CONTINUED TO IMPORT CHROME FROM RHODESIA; IMPERIALIST MONOPOLIES 
DREW PROFITS FROM BUSINESS IN RHODESIA. WHAT WAS AT STAKE WAS THE 
IMMEDIATE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE ON THE BASIS OF MAJORITY 
RULE. NOT THE ACCEPTANCE OF A SO-CALLED PACKAGE DEAL. ROMANIA 
SAID THAT THE SMITH REGIME'S AGGRESSIVE ACTIONS AGAINST THE 
ZIMBABWEANS. AS WELL AS AGAINST MOZAMBIQUE, WHICH 
COINCIDED WITH THE GENEVA TALKS, SHOWED 
THE RHODESIAN RACISTS' INTENTION TO SABOTAGE ANY REALISTIC 
SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEMS OF TRANSFER OF POWER. IN POLAND'S 
VIEW THER WAS NO ALTERNATIVE TO THE IMMEDIATE TRANSFER OF ALL 
POWER TO THE ZIMBABWEAN PEOPLE; THE UN SHOULD DO EVERYTHING 
POSSIBLE TO ENSURE THAT ITS MEMBERS COMPLIED WITH CHARTER 
PROVISIONS AND SANCTIONS. AND SANCTIONS SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED. 

GUINEA SPOKE OF NEW IMPERIALIST MANEUVERS, DECLARED THE WHITE 
MINORITY WAS TRYING TO GRAB A PERCH OFFERED BY THE US, SAID 
AFRICA WISHED TO TEST THE GENEVA CONFERENCE IN THE HOPE IT COULD 
SUCCEED, AND CONCLUDED THAT ITS FAILURE WOULD BE AN ELOQUENT 
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CONFIRMATION OF THE NEED TO CONTINUE ARMED STRUGGLE. 

PORTUGAL, WHIE SUPPORTING REALISTIC EFFORTS TO BRING ABOUT A 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT, STOOD BEHIND THE STRUGGLE OF THE PEOPLE 
TO ACHIEVE INDEPENDENCE. PAKISTAN SAW THE GENEVA CONFERENCE 
AS A PSITIVE DEVELOPMENT. BUT THOUGHT THE INSISTENCE OF THE 
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SMITH REGIME ON RETAINING THE DEFENSE AND LAW ENFORCEMENT 
PORTFOLIOS IN AN INTERIM GOVERNMENT GAVE GROUNDS FOR DEEP 
SUSPICION. 

IRAQ SAID THE ZIONIST ENTITY AND THE SMITH REGIME WERE ENGAGED 
IN A COMMON SORT OF ACTIVITY MARKED BY THE USE OF 
MERCENARIES. OMAN COMMENDED THE INITIATIVES OF THE UK. US AND 
OTHERS TO BRING ABOUT A PEACEFUL SOLUTION, BUT THOUGHT UTMOST 
CAUTION MUST BE EXERCISED. ETHIOPIA SAID THE SMITH REGIME WAS 
ADVANCING UNACCEPTABLE DEMANDS AND WITH THE GENEVA TALKS NOW 
DEADLOCKED THE UN MUST ACT SPEEDILY TO REENFORCE THE MANDATORY 
SANCTIONS WITHOUT LEAVING ANY LOOPHOLES. SRI LANKA 
ATTRIBUTED THE CONVENING OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE TO THE 
NATIONALIST STRUGGLE AND EFFORTS OF THE "FRONT-LINE" STATES, 

BUT ADDED THAT UK AND US EFFORTS HAD ALSO BEEN IMPORTANT. 
ALBANIA SAW US-SOVIET RIVALRY AS A DECISIVE FACTOR AND REAL 
DANGER; THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS HAD TRIED TO IMPOSE A 
10-POINT PLAN FOR A SOLUTION, BUT THE PEOPLE OF 
ZIMBABWE WERE AWARE THAT PLOTS WERE BEING HATCHED AGAINST 
THEIR NATIONALIST STRUGGLE. 

SIERRA LEONE DEPUTY FONMIN WILLIAMS SAID A TRANSITION STATE 
DIVIDED BETWEEN BLACK AND WHITE WAS UNACCEPTABLE TO HIS 
GOVERNMENT. MORE THAN ANY OTHER FACTOR, INCREASED GUERRILLA 
ACTIVITY WOULD BE EFFECTIVE. HE PRAISED THE EFFORTS OF UK AMB 
RICHARD, BUT ADDED THAT HIS COUNTRY HAD OFTEN BEEN 
DISAPPOINTED AT UK'S FAILURE TO SHOULDER 
ITS RESPONSIBILITES. HE RECOMMENDED STRICT ADHERENCE TO 
SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA AND THEIR EXTENSION TO SOUTH AFRICA.
